HE    first    Methodist  services  in  the  vicinity  of  Newmar 
ket  were  held  in  thai     year     1820     by     the    itinerant 
preachers  stationed  on  what  was  known  at  that  time 
as  Yonge  street    Circuit,    which    circuit  included  pos- 
-~sibly-tbe  two  Counties— York  and  Simcoe. 

In  1828,  according  to  the  Minutes  of  Conference,  Newmar- 
;ket  and  Lake  Simooe  Circuit  was  formed  with  a  membership 
| of  345,  including  as  its  territory — East  Gwillimburv,  West 
.Gwillimbury,  Tecumseh  and  Albion.  Rev.  Jas.  Beatty  was 
;the  first  pastor.  This  arrangement  continued  until  1834  when 
'Newmarket  was  made  a  saparate  mission  of  much  smaller  di 
mensions  with  Rev.  Robt.  Corsom  as  the  first  pastor. 

For  many  years  the  congregation  worshipped  in  the  homes 
of  the  settlers  and  under  the  inspiring  leadership  of  the  saddle 
bag  preachers  the  people  enjoyed  much  pentecostal  grace. 

Some  are  yet  alive  who  well  remember  the  first  Methodist 
Church  of  Newmarket — a  long  rough-cast  two  story  building 
which  stood  on  the  site  of  the  present  Public  School  on  Pros 
pect  Avenue,  facing  south  >and  surrounded  by  the  graves  of

many  illustrious  pioneers.  During-  the  occupancy  of  that  first 
church  the  congregation  was  ministered  to  by  such  noted 
preachers  as  Rev,  Jas.  McFadden,,  Dr.  Meaoham,  Dr.  Creig>h- 
ton,  Dr.  John  Potts,  P.  D.  Will,  Rev.  Wesley  Casson,  Dr. 
Lambly  and  Jas.  Anderson. 

The  first  Methodist  Sun-day  School  was  organized  in  1858 
with  Mr.  Robt.  Cook  as  Supt.  and  Mr.  E.  Jackson  as  Secre 
tary.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the'  Sunday  School  was  com 
pelled  to  meet  in  the  Church  Gallery,  so  fearful  were  th\3  trus 
tees  that  the  children  might  possibly  scratch  and  otherwise  de 
face  the  seats. 

At  a  congregational  meeting  held  on  M<ay  10th,  1877,  it 
was  moved,  seconded  and  carried— "that  steps  be  taken  to  se 
cure  a  new  site  on  Main  street,  on  which  to  erect  a  -new  brick 
church/' 

At  the  following  Conference  Rev.  S.  P..  Rose  was  appoint 
ed  to  the  pastorate  of  Newmarket  and  at  once  with  zeal  and 
enthusiasm  took  up  the  proposal  to  build.  A  site  was  secur 
ed  and  on  May  24th,  1879,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  by  Rev. 
Samuel  Rose,  the  father  of  the  pastor.  The  church  when  com 
pleted  cost  810,852.00. 

The  Trustee  Board  in  1877  was  composed  of  the  following 
brethren — J.  W.  Marsden,  J.  J.  Pearson,  Wm.  Cane,  Jno.  Cook, 
Robt.  Cook,  Jno.  Gascoigne,  Isaac  Silver,  Wm.  Munns  and 
Erastus  Jackson.  Mr.  Jackson  is  the  sole  surviving  trustee  and 
despite  his  fourscore  years  is  still  an  active  and  valued  mem 
ber  of  the  Trust  Board.

In  the  year  1908  the  agitation  for  a  new  and  more  com 
modious  church  was  begun  and  was  really  precipitated  by 
the  request  of  the  ever-increasing  Sunday  School  to  the  Trus 
tee  Board  for  increased  accommodation  to  carry  on  their 
work.  It  was  not,  however,  until  Jan.  1910,  that  plans 
were  finally  decided  upon  a<nd  on  the  first  of  May  last  the 
old  building  was  handed  over  to  the  contractor  and  building 
operations  actually  comni3nced. 

The  new  building  is  now  completed  and  the  Methodists  of 
Newmarket  are  the  proud  possessors  of  a  splendid  ir.odern, 
well-equipped  building.  The  handsome  auditorium  has  a 
seating  capacity  of  1000,  the  school  -room  capacity  for  500. 
A  new  organ  has  beea  installed  at  a  cost  of  $2500.  The 
building  is  heated  throughout  with  the  most  modern  steam 
heating  apparatus  system.  A  spla'ndid  and  well  equipped 
gymnasium  is  to  be  found  in  the  basement  with  baths,  lava 
tories,  dressing  and  reading  rooms,  kitchen,  etc.
